The a d m i ni stration regret to say that the financial condition of the insti- 
tutiiin has nibamased by a heavy debt which i mtracted 

entirely during the past three years. On the first of January, 1868, the 
Treasurer's accoun i with the hospital shows a balance on hand of thirty.
